000—th a t is as clo se an uno fficial 
guess as they care to make at 
this time. The co unty may be 
near 122,125,000. In 19 20 the na ­ 
tio n’s po pulatio n was 105,710,620; 
in 19 10, 9 1,9 72,266; in 19 00, 75,- 
9 9 4,5 75 . 
B irth co ntro l, higher 
living 
standards, later marriages, mo re 
wo men at wo rk—these are the 
m ain facto rs which have go ne 
with drastically restricted immi­ 
gratio n to cut the rate o f in­ 
crease, acco rding to the go vern­ 
m ent’s best autho rities. 
The po pulatio n increased 14.9 
per cent between 19 10 and 19 20, 
as against 21 percent in the pre­ 
vio us decade.

riotings 
in 
Rangoon, 
Bombay and 
Dacca 
t o d a y 
brought British authorities face 
to face with a serious situation 
in these three big cities of Bur­ 
ma and the Indian peninsula. 
At l e a s t 
thirty-four persons 
were killed. 
In Dacca, important city of 
Bengal and 150 miles northeast 
of Calcutta, Hindoos and Mos­ 
lems fiercely fought each other. 
Six deaths were reported and 
many injuries. 
Scores of 
ar­ 
rests were made throughout the 
city. 
The situation was still so seri­ 
ous tonight that the chairman 
of the district board telegraphed 
the v iceroy of India, Lord Irwin, 
for adequate police help “in or­ 
der that the people may still 
feel they are liv ing under the 
British gov ernment.” 
Bombay did not escape un­ 
scathed. 
Two 
persons 
were 
killed and nineteen injured, in­ 
cluding a Mohammedan woman, 
during 
the suppression 
of 
a 
riot in the heart of the Moslem 


quarter. A mob of 5,000 Mos­ 
lems stoned European police. 
The police were compelled to 
fire sev eral v olleys into the mass 
of’ rioters in self defense.

The riotous mob of 5,000 Rap­ 
idly gathered, marching on the 
police quarters and stoning po­ 
lice and buildings until the offi­ 
cers responded by rev olv er fire. 
The rioting at Rangoon, most 
serious of the day, had no di­ 
rect connection with the civ il 
disobedience campaign. It broke 
out between different heads of 
coolies, when laborers were im- 
norted to replace striking Bur­ 
mese dock workers. 
The latest 
reports giv e twenty - six dead 
and nearly sev en hundred in­ 
jured.

The librarian stated th at the 


building would be stone veneer, 
with the stones being uneven as 
to size and shapes The type of 
construction, set off with a col­ 
ored slate roof, is expected to 
produce a very artistic building. 
Miss Sleeth asserted that no 
trees would be removed * and 
th at the grounds at the rear of 
the building 
would be land­ 
scaped. 
“An 
artistic 
and 
beautiful 
building is as educational as the 
books 
on 
the 
shelves," 
Miss 
Sleeth declared. 
The building will be different 
from any other library in exis­ 
tence and will not have the ap­ 
pearance \>f a lunch box, she 
said. The main entrance will be 
on Third street, with an "L" on 
Morgan street which will house 
the children’s department. There 
will also be a small auditorium 
in the basement with an en­ 
trance on the north and a side­ 
walk approach, she stated. 
Miss Sleeth said it might in­ 
terest Rushville people to know 
that Rushville had a nublic li­ 
brary 106 years ago and that the 
present library board is in pos­ 
session of the minutes of the old 
board which was in existence 
from 1824 to 1828. The list of 
books in the first library showed 
that our ancestors had some 
solid reading. Miss Sleeth point­ 
ed out. and a tided th at many 
books in that first group were 
still in the library and will be 
106 years hence. 
"Ideas have changed about 
running a library," the librarian 
went on to say. "You may have 
heard of the old librarian 
w h o 
when asked about the condition 
of the library, replied that all of 
the books but one were on the 
shelves and that he was going 
after that. The up-to-date li­ 
brarian measures her efficiency 
bv the number of books in circu­ 
lation. 
"Ideas about location have al­ 
so changed. 
It was formerly 
thought that a library should be 
located in some remote spot, 
back from the street, with a long 
walk approaching it. The pres­ 
ent theory is that the librarv 
should be located where it is 
most accessible and will be of 
greatest service to those who use 
it. and where it will catch the 
boys and girls." 
Miss 
Sleeth 
told 
of 
many 
strange requests made of a li­ 
brarian, showing the value of a 
library to the comm unitv. and 
the human interest side of being 
a librarian. 
Some of the things asked in 
the local library enumerated by 
Miss Sleeth are: "How can L re- 
silver a mirror?" "I want a pic­ 
ture of a soldier’s uniform used 
in Julius Ceasar’s time and I 
want it in colors." "A map of the 
United States forest reserve." 
"Westpoint 
entrance 
require­ 
ments." "Prepared after-dinner 
speech already copied so th at I 
can memorize it.” -How to make 
concrete.” "How can I repair a 
gas engine?" -Where can I find 
games suitable for a Sunday 
school party?" "What is m eant 
by a pistol or revolver in the In­ 
diana law?" 
The last week of November. 
December, 
January, 
February 
and March are the busiest season 
of the year for the library, Miss 
Sleeth said. 
Last year 48,000 
books were loaned and in the 
last ten years 400,000 books have 
been taken from the libray, she 
stated. 
Miss Sleeth commented on the 
value of books to a community 
and the influence they have on 
the lives of people, contributing 
to the education and progress of 
the individual and thus to the 
community. 
B. O. Simpson was presented 
as the new president of the 
club, to take office July 1, and 
said that he would endeavor to 
pilot the club as well as it had 
been piloted in the past.

ithis time. The county may be 
near 122,125,000. In 1920 the na- 
tion^s population was 105,710,620; 
in 1910, 91,972,266; in 1900, 75,- 
394,575. 


Bir-th control, higher living 


.standards, later marriages, more 
women at work—these are the 
main factors which have gone 
•with drastically restricted immi- 
gration to cut the rate of in- 
crease, according to the govern- 
ments best authorities.

Using the symbols she punches 
combinations of holes into spe- 
cial cards which, completed, repr 
resent a condensation of all the 
census facts about each Individ^ 
ual. Every person in the country 
has his or her individual card, 
although at this point in the 
count the identity is lost and re- 
tained only on the schedule. 


The cards are then piled into 


sorting machines, which, in ac- 
cprdance with the arrangement 
of the symbolic holes, drops them 
into boxes with regard to such 
specifications as sex, race, nati- 
vity and nationality of parent- 
age.Finall the cards are fed into a 
tabulating machine which at the 
rate of seven cards a second tab- 
ulates as many as 60 combina- 
tions of facts at a time. 


Probably 7000 persons will be 


engaged in this business of 
counting, which begins with the 
first card-punchings in May 
About 30,000 persons took the 
junior clerk examinations for 
these temporary census jobs and 
8300r passed, about 5000 of whom 
were women.

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MEMORIAL DAY AGAIN. 


Memorial Day, the one day set apart to honor 


'- our »dead, is iipon us again, and the unforgotten 
-will once more be remembered in the hearts of 
their loved .ones. 


Born of love and loyalty, of loss and loneliness 


and longing, of sorrows that soothe even while 
they pain, it is at once the nation's expression of 
grief and its avowal of gratitude. 


Following a custom that reaches back to the 


childhood of most of us, this community will 
make ready for fitting observance of the sweet- 
est, saddest .day in all the cycle of years. 


:Out in the orderly avenues of the city of the 


dead, eager feet will be hurrying, bearing a wild-, 
erness of flowers. It is the end of May, the sea- 
son of buds and blossoms, and there are tokens 
of remembrance for all who have gone — for all 
but the forgotten. Almost every grave glows like 
a garden. 


It will be an old, old, scene to most of us, but 


in it there will be an eloquence irresistible. There 
will be no flash of soldiery finery in that column, 
no glint of fire, no glitter of bayonet, -no gleam 
of sword. But there will be in it something more 
impressive even than the majesty of a charging 
host. 'Cheeks will grow moist with tears in the 
presence of that column and hearts will grow 
heavy with an inexpressible ache, but the signifi- 
icance of it all will be a thing that in mermor's 
treasure will never grow less. On the heart is 
written the meaning of the day of flags and 
flowers. 


It is all sentiment, to be sure, but it is senti- 


ment of the sort that the people of a nation must 
have, if their institutions are to endure, if the 
victories they have won are to be kept, if the 
progress they have achieved is to be made secure. 


In the beginning. Memorial Day was designed 


as an institution that would bring once a year 
the nation's acknowledgment of its debt to its 
fallen defenders. It quickly outgrew its original 
design. It had in it an appeal that was uni- 
versal. It has come to be a day on which the' 
American people pay the tribute of love and 
memory to all their dead. There need be no fear 
that Memorial Day will ver fall into disuse. 


There is scarcely a man in all the land who 
would not bo outraged at .even a suggestion of i,ts 
abandonment. It will endure-and it "will be hon- 
ored as long as the nation shall keep a place 
among the peoples of the earth. Its universality 
makes it secure.

seven hundred thousand young 
trees were shipped from the state 
conservation 
department 
tree 


nursery at Henry viBe this spring; 
by far the largest number ever 
sent out in a year, according to 
Richard Lieber, department di- 
rector. 


These trees are used primarily 


for the 
reforestation of waste 


land, planting windbreaks on 
farms, and around orchards, and 
the reforestation of stripped over 
coal lands in southwestern In- 
diana. 


According to records in the 


office of the state forester farm- 
ers took 425,000; coal operators, 
138,000; tile state forest planted 
100,000; 22,000 were planted in 
the Brown county and Jasper 
county game reserves state'parks 
planted 41,000 and the state 
highway department used 10,200 
in roadside planting to prevent 
errosion and in beautification 
work. The exact number of the 
seedlings 3 to 4 years old distrib- 
uted were 734,275. 


By experimental plantings at 


the State Forest in Clark county 
since 1903, says Ralph Wilcox,
